COOK AND FEVER 


IN CLOSE UNION. 


New York Domestic, in Appar- 
ent Good Health, Is Walk- 
ing Carrier of Germs _ 
of Typhoid. 


SCIENTISTS ARE ELATED. 


New York, April 1.—[Special. ]—An unusual 
case in medical history is now occupying the 
attention of the health department in the 
shape of a cook, Mary Ilverson by name, 
who is a veritable walking typhoid culture. 

The woman is in the Willard Parker Re- 
ception hospital after spreading sickness and 
death in half a dozen families in which she 
has worked Bince 1902, and infecting at least 
twenty persons with the disease. 

The cook is what is called a “‘ carrier” of 
typhoid bacilli. She went through an attack 
of typhoid several years ago, but never com- 
pletely threw off the infection and continued 
to spread abroad the bacilli wherever she 
went. Apparently in perfectly good health 
herself, and indignant at her enforced de- 
tention in a hospital, she is as dangerous to 
those who come in contact with her as if she 
were suffering from an attack of the most 
virulent kind. 

Cases have been known where a person has 
carried typhoid bacilli for ten and even twen- 
ty years. The best medical authorities say 
that the limit to the time during which a 
patient can carry the germs after recovery 
is indefinite, and that persons who have had 
the disease in childhood have been known to 
throw off bacilli after reaching middle age, 
but few cases are on record where these 
“carriers” actually have spread the infec- 
tion and given the disease to those around 
them. 

Cause at First Mystery. 

Dr. George A. Soper, one of the spécia! in- 
vestigators of the health department, was 
intrusted some weeks ago with the running 
down of the cause of a case of typhoid in a 
well to do west side family. He analyzed the 
water and went over the sources of all the 
regular articles of food. He set to work on 
the premises with a fine tooth comb, but could 
find nothing that could have caused the out- 
break of the disease. 

Then in the course of his questioning of 
everybody about the house it came out that 
Mary, the cook, knew a lot about typhoid. 
She had worked in several families where 
there had been people sick with it, she said. 
Had she ever had the disease? O, yes; but 
it was many years ago. 

That was all that the germ sleuth wanted. 
He had read of such cases, but never before 
had he had a chance to get at one first hand. 
It seemed too good to be true. 


Finds Long List of Victims. 

He finally induced Mary to give him the 
names and addresses of the families in which 
she had worked for during the last five 
years. He hunted them ail up, and found 
that in every household which had been 
blessed with Mary’s services there had de- 
veloped, during her tenure of office, at least 
one case of typhoid, and in some instances 
four, and even five. Nearly two-thirds of the 
people who had come in contact with her 
during these years had developed the disease. 

Then gently but firmly Dr. Soper bade Mary 
pack her trunks and accompany him to the 
hospital. She did not like it, and for a time 
threatehed to mutiny. 

Dr. Soper then went up to the health de- 
partment building and sprang his little 
bomb. Dr. Park, the bacteriologist of the 
department, hit the trail,” and made Mary's 
acquaintance. He did a little analyzing, and 
found that there were more bacilli in the cook 
than in his pet bottles in bis laboratory. 

He says that Mary will be heid at the hos- 
pital until she gets through manufacturing 
germs, and everything known to science will 
be done to separate her from the fever. 

She is trying her best to be freed from the 
septic observation, but the scientists won't 
agree to it. They admit Mary's hope at 
present is in a writ of habeas corpus, but in-

Says Men Will Not Work. 


James H. Shields, president of the Law and 

Order league, and president of the Highland 
Park board of education, said Highwood was 
a menace to all children of north shore, 
and affirmed the stateme of J. 
Quilty, a civil engineer, that a large contract 
for labor in the neighborhvod of the town 
was one-third moré expensive than any where 
else in the suburbs, because the mei could not 
be kept at work. 

Frederick W. Cornish, mayor of Lake Bluff, 
and David H. Jackson, mayor of Lake Forest, 
said they earnestly desire the passage of the 
bill. J. C. Walker, pastor of the Highwood 
Methodist church, said there were only thirty 
members of his church, and that there were 
not three times that many religious persons 
in the town.

Highwood took up its defense with state- 
ments by Justice E. W. Pease and Albert A. 
Gehl, member ot the town board, who said 
stories of licentiousness in the village are 
greatly exaggerated. Both admitted the 
presence ef women in the saloons, the exist- 
ence of gambling, and the sale of liquor on 
Sunday. W. E. Cummings, the postmaster, 
said that if the saloons are wiped out blind 
pigs will spring up on all sides and that they 
are to be dreaded more than the saloons. 


Argues, but No Evidence. 


Their chief speaker, former Mayor Hogan, 
began his remarks in the form of an argu- 
ment. Insistence from the committee that 
only evidence was to be introduced was met 
with evasions. He talked continuously for 
as long a time as had been taken up by all 
of the complainants’ witnesses. 

The one thing greatly desired by the com- 
mittee was the truth of repeated statements 
that the abolition of the saloons with the 
resulting loss of the $10,000 income from 
them would mean the destruction of the vil- 
lage. 

At all points they were met by confessions 
of ignorance upon this question. Mr. Hogan 
said that in the last five years the city was 
paid $60,000 in license fees. He could not 
account for its expenditure or the alleged 
fact that there now is a debt of $25,000 against 
the corporation.. é

WIFE WITH AN AX 


Tells Police He Feared Wom- 
an Would Murder Him and 
Run Off with His Money. 


ARRESTED IN BARROOM. 


Describes Crime in Detail and 
Contends His Spouse Was 
a Bigamist. 


Charles Graff, who killed his wife with an 
ax as she lay sleeping in a room in their flat. 
#46 West Harrison street, early yesterday 
morning, was found by the police in a saloon 
late in the afternoon. An hour afterward he 
confessed to the murder. He says his wife 
tried to kill him. 

“She had too many men,” said Graff to 
Capt. John J. Mahoney at the Maxwell street 
police station. She had taken all my money 
and was going to leave me. I took a razor 
away from her, for she said she was going to 
kill me before morning. Then I got the ax 
and hit ber.“ 

Graff still was greatly confused asa result 
of a week's spree he had been on, but he 
talked of his brutal deed in a matter of fact 
way. When arrested in the saloon of Fred 
Abeelo, 06 West Harrison street, he refused 
at rat to admit the crime, but confessed all 
when he was shown a note he had left early 
in the morning for the saloonkeeper. In this 
he admitted he had killed his wife. 

Says Wife Was Bigamist. 

Graff, who is a machinist on the pay roll 
of the Western Blectric company, married 
the woman in Janwary in Crown Point, Ind. 
He was her third husband. She had five chifl- 
dren by her first husband, who is dead. The 
second husband’s name is John Arzig, ac- 
cording to one of the stepsons. Mrs. Graff 
is supposed to have obtained a divorce from 
him. Graff seid there was no divorce, that 
Arzig is living somewhere on Troy street. 
and that his wife was a bigamist. 

This caused part of the trouble between 
the couple. Mrs. Graff was 43 years old. 
She married Graff, he says, through insert- 
ing an advertisement in a German paper. 

“I was one of twenty-five who answered,” 
he said. I had a little money. I suppose 
that is why she picked me. It was a bad day 
for me.“ 

The couple quarreled most of the time. 
The mania of jealousy seemed to be in the 
man's mind. His wife never left the house 
with one of her own sons that he did not say 
she was going to meet some man. 

Murder Follows a Quarrel. 

Sunday night they quarreled as usual. 
Graff had not been working for a week. 
He came home in a condition bordering on 
intoxication. The children had gone to bed, 
with the exception of Fred, 18 years old, who 
was in the kitchen. He did not speak to 
his stepfather, who went into his wife's room 
and closed the door. Their voices reached 
him, but he had heard disputes so often he 
went to bed without making any inquiries. 
What happened in the room is told by Graff 
im the following signed confession: 

I. Charles Graff, freely and voluntarily 
make the following statement: 

„My wife, Charlotte Graff, and I retired at 
7 o'clock Sunday night, and, after consider- 
able talking. we went to sleep. I awoke at 
11:50 o'clock and found my wife standing 
near me with a razor in her hand. 

I took the rasor away from her and laid it 
on a commode in the room. I went to the 
kitchen and took an ax, with which I returned 
to the bedroom. I identify the ax shown me 
by Capt. Mahoney as the ax. I struck my 
wife with the ax as she lay in bed. 1 took the 
ax into the kitchen, washed the blood off me, 
and went out of the house. 

I went to the home of August Tasel, 834 
Kedzie avenue, and told him what I had done. 
He advised me to give myself up to the police. 
L went to Douglas park and slept on a bench 
until morning. Then I went to a saloon at 
95 West Harrison street and left a note for 
a man named Fred. Then I wandered around 
until I was arrested. I make this statement 
without promises being made to me, volun- 
tarily, without any threats having been made 
to me. CHARLEs GrarrF.”’ 

The note referred to in the confession was 
written in a trembling hand on yellow paper. 
It bore marks of blood stained fingers. It 


read: 

Say, Fred, I did kill my wife last night 
at 11:45 o'clock. I leave my key. Keep 
papers and what I give you and give to no- 
body else. Please see mie. Charles Graff.“ 

After that the man wandered from saloon 
to saloon, until the police found him. With 
the police, were two of the man’s stepsons. 
They rode in the wagon with the murderer 
to the station. 

Girl Finds Mother’s Body. 

They had not learned of the murder until 
60’clock in the morning, when Lottie, 12 years 
old, went to call her mother and found her 
dead with her head beaten in and a bloody 
ax by the side of the bed. The woman was 
on her side, as if struck while sleeping. 
There were no signs of a struggle. 

Graff went to a lawyer, Victor Ponic, 186 
West Madison street, on Saturday and asked 
for a warrant for bigamy against his wife. 
He was thrown out of the office. 


GIRL, AIDING EMPLOYER, 
SUFFERS FRACTURED SKULL. 


Struck on Head by Iron Bar in Hands 
of Man Who Attacked Superintend- 
ent of Tile Company. 


In.an effort to save her employer from in- 
jury at the hands of an irate employé yee 
terday Miss Dora Ruzicka, 22 years old, 459 
West Nineteenth street, wae struck on the 
head with an fron bar by Anton Haenof, 559 
May street. The girl's skull was fractured, 
and the bar was broken. 

Miss Ruzicka’s condition is critical. 
Thomas G. Polivka, 5 years old, 850 Ash- 
land avenue, superintendent of the Illinois 
Mosaic Tile company’s plant, 579 Loomis 
street, also is seriously injured. The fight 
occurred in the office of the plant Saturday 
afternoon, - 

According to the story told the police by 
other employés of the concern, Haenof an- 
nounced his determination quit and de 
manded his pay. He was told he could not 
get the money until Tuesday, the regular pay 
day. He left, only to return a few minutes 
later with the bar. 

Haenof ie said to have attacked Polivka 
at once, and is said to have knocked him 
down and to have been sitting astride of him, 
beating him on the head, when Mise Ruzicka 
went to the superintendent’s assistance. She 
took Haenof by the collar, according to the 
police, and the man immediately turned upon 
the girl, giving her a blow on the head which 
knocked her unconscious. 

Haenof was arrested and arraigned before 
Municipal Judge Cleland on two charges of 
assault with a deadly weapon. The cases 
were continued.

PROST MAKES HOT FINISH. 


EVANSTONWS POLICE CHIEF EX 
PECTS TO BE ELECTED MAYOR. 


Winds Up Campaign with Open Air 
Meetings All Over Town and 
Claims He Will Have a Majority of 
1,200 Votes—Joseph E. Paden, His 
Principal’ Opponent, Is Equally 
‘Confident of Victory—Party Lines 
Are Ignored in Canvass. 


Col. Alfred 8. Frost, the military chief of 
police of Evaneton, who has won fame by his 
suppression of blind pigs”’ and automobile 
*scorchers,””’ made a whirlwind finish of his 
campaign for the mayoralty of the north 
shore euburb last night, and before he went 
to bed expressed himself as confident that a 
latge majority would be rolled up in his 
favor at the polis today. 

With open airend hall meetings all over the 
town, parades, wagons with transparencies, 
brass bande and bonfires, the hottest cam- 
paign in the history of Evanston was brought 
to a close. Most of the fireworks was fur- 
nighed by the supporters of Col Frost. 

The supporters of his chief opponent, Jo- 
seph B. Paden, held one meeting during the 
evening, apparently willing to leave the issue 
alone as it stood, and bearing just as confi- 
dent an air toward the outcome of the fight 
as the other side, : 4 

Modest Claims by Both Sides. 

They are not talking in 80,000 and 40,000 
pluralities in Evanston. Mr. Paden at his 
residence at midnight, where he was sur- 
rounded by a number o men who have fought 
for him all through the campaign, said mod- 
estly that a majority of 600 votes was about 
what was expected. Col. Frost's followers 
said their side would have a clean majority of 
1,200 votes. 
che Fifth ward was made the fighting 
ground during the evening. Three meetings 
were held there by the Frost crowd and one 
by the Paden crowd. 

The lines of the campaign have been close- 
ly drawn. Col. Frost is standing against the 
so-called machine, which has controlled all 
the city and county patronage for years. It 
is claimed that he was offered admittance to 
the inner.circles of the machine, but refused 
to come in under the conditions offered. The 
specific thing Col. Frost stands for is the at- 
tack on the local gas company, which, he 
claims, is making too much monéy out of the 
people and has no legitimate franchise. 

Mr. Paden claims a false issue has been 
raised and that the sane, clear headed people 
of Evanston never will stand for it. 


Paden Expresses Confidence. 


“TI feel more than confident tonight, I fee) 
certain,” said Mr. Paden, “‘ that I shall be 
elected by a good plurality. We have can- 
vaseed every precinct of the city, and I do not 
expect to lose any of them, with the possible 
exception of one in the third ward, which is 
Col. Frost's own ward. 

I am not standing for boss rule or plu- 
tocratic interests. I stand on my own char- 
acter and integrity as a lawyer. The people 
of Evanston have known me for many years. 
They know I will act for the best interests 
of the city at all times. I have the best men 
in the city with me heart and soul. The oppo- 
sition to me has grown up from men to whom 
I would not promise things. They could not 
get what they wanted, so went over to the

Awaits with Anxiety Upheavals That

LONDON, April 1—Prof. Belar, seismol- 
ogist and director of the Laibach observa- 
tory, announces that the general unrest ofthe 
earth has been growing during the last three 
days and connects the fact with the pres- 
ence of large sun spots. 

Comparing the earth shocks during the first 
quarter of 1906 with those of the correspond- 
ing quarter this year, he remarks that the 
intensity of those recorded in 1907 is less than 
half the intensity of those of the preceding 
year.

HAS WEIRD TIME. 


Ten of Congressional Tourists 
at Sea in Storm Off New 
Providence. 


REST MAROONED ON SHORE 


Attempt to Board Steamer Dur- 
ing Storm Nearly Ends 
in. Disaster. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


NASSAU, N. P. I., April 1.—Ten members of 
Speaker Cannon's congressional party are 
at sea on the Bluecher in a ‘storm, while the 
others are marooned here on the island. 

A sudden northeaster prevented the con- 
gressional party from attending the govern- 
or's garden party here tonight. The Bluecher 
draws too much water to cross the bar here 
and so anchored outside. The passengers 
were ordered to board the tender Colonial 
and proceed to the dteamer, which lay a 2 
away from the bar. 

The rough weather made it extremely er 
ardous for the tender to make fast to the 
Bluecher.. Attempts to do so were made, 
however, but the lines snapped. Many of the 
women passengers were knocked off thelr 
feet, and the waves drenched all hands. 


Ten Hoisted on Board. 


Finally the Colonial stood by and the 
Bluecher weighed anchor and shifted its po- 
sition further off the lee shore. The Co- 
lonial then snuggled up te the steamer. The 
gangplank was lowered, and as the tender 
rolled on the crest of the wave the passen- 
gers were passed up to the extended arms 

of the crew before the tender dropped back 
into the trough. Ten passengers, mostly wom- 
en, got aboard before this hazardous plan 
was abandoned. 

The Colonial finally smashed against the 
Bluecher, carrying away its upper deck rail. 
Some of those aboard were knocked down 
by the shock. Then the steampipe of the 
engine room in the tender burst and the 


Capt. Reesing. The tender rolled and pitched 
in\the seaway and the men passengers were 
ordered into the hold in order to steady the 
bow. The women huddled in the cabin. 
During the Reicht of the excitement Second 
Mate Albury of the Colonial was washed 
overboard. No lifeboat was available on the 
tender, and the Bluecher was too far away 
to give assistance. After being in the water 
for half an hour Albury caught a rope thrown 
to him from the Colonial and was pulled 
aboard. It is feared, however, he will die. 


Puts Back to Shore. 


The Colontal got back to Nassau at 6 
o' clock, after beifg out two hours. As the 
storm showed no signs of abating and the 
sea continued to rise, the Bluecher put to 
sea kor safety. None of the hotels in the 
city was open, but the tourists were not 
annoyed by the prospect of having no place 
to sleep, being only too glad they were 
safe. 

Later in the evening John W. Green, mana- 
ger of the Colonial hotel, mustered some 
servants, and opened the hotel and fed the 
hungry passengers. At 9 o'clock tonight the 
barometer is low and it is not expected the 
weather conditions will change for twenty- 
four hours. Meanwhile most of the tourists 
are marooned here. 


Havana Invaded by Waves. 


HAVANA, April 1.—A portion of this city 
along the water front.is inundated from the 
sea. Exceedingly high waves are dashing 
over the sea wall outside the harbor, and 
many streets are flooded. The famous Prado 
is a sheet of water almost as far as the Cen- 
tral park.

RED HAT FOR AMERICA SOME DAY 


Pope Answers Disappointment Over 
Failure to Appoint Cardinal in U. 
S. by Saying “Be tient.“ 


ROME, April 1.—The disappointment of a 
large number of Americans over the fact that 
there is not an American among the prelates 
who are to be created cardinals at the con- 
sistory of April 15 has been brought to the 
attention of the pope, who sald in this con- 
nection: 

Let them have patience; they will be 
eatisfied later. The number of red hats is 
limited while the candidates are many.” 

In addition the pontiff'said he appreciated 
the situation in the United States, and the 
progress that Catholicism has made there,and 
that he soon would give these circumstances 
due consideration. 

An ecclesiastical “‘ process looking to the 
beatification and finally the canonization of 
Pope Pius IX., who was elected in 1846 and 
died in 1878, has been begun in the diocese 
of the Sinigaghia, where Pope Pius was born. 
The process starts with inquiries and 
the examination of witnesses. The entire 
proceedings. are long, and in some cases last 
for a century. 

Work on a document which will point out 
the errors that have been condemned, at 
various times, by the popes since the sylla- 
bus of Pius IX., published in 1864, Is ap- 
proaching completion.

Victory has rewarded . District Attorney 
Edwin W. Sims in hig investigation of the 
school and church furniture trusts. F. A. 
Holbrook, the head of the two combinations 
and against whom two indictments were re- 
turned March 12 by a federal grand jury 
charging him with violations of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, appeared before Judge Landis 
yesterday morning and pleaded guilty. 
Thirteen of the fourteen companies indicted 
at the same time gave notice they would file, 
pleas of nolo contendere, equivalent.to ad- 
mitting their guilt, and will accept whatever 
fine the court imposes. 

The E. H. Stafford Manufacturing company 
asked for a continuance and leave to file a 
demurrer to quash the indictment. This was 
granted, but neither the district attorney nor 
his assistants anticipate that the défendant 
company wili contest the case further if the 
indictment is held valid. The evidence that 
this concern is equally liable under the law 
with the others is said by District Attorney 
Sims to be conclusive, and he has no hesitancy 
in going to trial on it.

Holbrook is the only one of the defendants 
upon whom a jail sentence can be imposed. 
His punishment may be a fine not exceeding

charges three violations. 

After -the pleas had been entered Judge 
Landis instructed the clerk to enter them in 
the record and then announced that sen- 
tence would be pronounced within ten days 
or two weeks. 


District Attorney Well Pleased. 


The complaints on which the investigation 
of these trusts was based came from Wash- 
ington. It was Mr. Sims who pushed ‘the 
investigation. He is well pleased with the 
outcome of the case. This was the last trust 
investigation begun by the government, and 
is the first one brought to a successful ter- 
mination. 

“TI think this marks the downfall of these 
trusts,“ said Mr. Sims. We have injunc- 
tion suits to dissolve their organization and 
prevent meetings of the Prudential club at 
Holbrook's office, 151 Wabash avenue, and 
these will be pressed as rapidly as possible. 
Fortunately for the people, the trust has not 
been in operation long enough to work any 
great harm, but was in a position to do so 
when we began our investigation.“

Second—That the defendants have pos- 
sessed themselves of her person and property, 
and have carried on her business. 

Third—That, having this, knowing of 
her infirmity, they h ie trustees for 
her of all property w las come into her 
possession, and are bound to give account 
thereof and of all their transactjons in her 
name, 

Fourth—That there is reason to fear that 
the defendants wrongfully converted some of 
her property to their own use. 

The. bill demands an accounting of all trans- 
actions in connection with. Mrs. Eddy’s af- 
fairs; the bill asks for restitution in case any 
wrongdoing appears, for an injunction during 
litigation against interference with her prop- 
erty and ꝓusiness, and for a receiver. 


Sensation Is Promised. 

The exact nature of the proceedings tomor- 
row, at which time the answer to the suit is 
returnable, is in doubt. It is said that the 
only. document of especial interest to be 
filed will be the one offered by Frank S. 
Streeter, Mrs. Eddy’s personal counsel. 

Mr. Streeter, as counsel for only the un- 
willing and involintary plaintiff, Mrs. Eddy, 
will file a document which will prove sensa- 
tional, and will make most entertaining 
reading, especially to ex-United States Sen- 
ator William E. Chandler, senior counsel for 
the petitioners, in the suit. 

William A. Morse of Boston and Samuel 
K. Elder will file in the court here their for- 
mal appearance as counsel for Alfred Far- 
low and the other Massachusetts defendants 
named in the bill, but they will not file an 
answer to the declarations set forth in the 


} petitioner's bill. 


Long Delay Expected. 

Under the practice of the Superior court of 
this state defendants are not required on re- 
turn day to file an answer to any declarations 
made against them, but are permitted to ap- 
pear by counsel, who shall file a formal ap- 
pearance in their behalf, after which the de- 
fendants’ counsel are entitled, as a matter 
of practice, to be given thirty, sixty, or even 
ninety days’ time in which to make answer 
to the declarations filed against them.

PREDICTS LESS OF CRIME. 


CHIEF JUSTICE OLSON TELIS OF 
MUNICIPAL COURTS. 


Expects There Will Be No More than 
Eighty Marders in Ohicage This 
Year; Instead of 189 as in 16066 
Says Quick and Efficient Werk of 
New ‘Tribenals Win Drive Away 
“Hobos” and Prevent Annual Wave 
ef Holdups and Robberies. 


The Municipal courts, in the four months 
of their existence, were said by Municipal 
Chief Justice Olson yesterday to have ac- 
complished a phenomenal work in the reduc- 
tion of crime in Chicago, a work which would, 
if continued in the same spirit, within a year 
reduce the crime average of Chicago below 
that of any other large city in the world, 

Chief Justice Olson related the history of 
the last four months as he sat in his office 
in the new home of the courts, 148 Michigan 
avenue, which was formally opened in the 
morning. He confidently said the change 
that would be effected in the moral condi- 
tion of Chicago within the next year through 
the operation of the Municipal courts would 
startle the. world, 

There is no greater deterrent to crime,” 
said Judge Olson, “ than speedy retribution. 
Under the old system, I have no hesitation 
in saying, thousands of criminals escaped the 
penalty of their crimes and thousands more 
were encouraged by the example of this im- 
munity te commit crimes. I can say con- 
fidently that by next July no man will be ar- 
rested whose case will not be in the hands 
of the jury within a month.“ 

Quick Work by Courts. 

The chief justice then explained in dé¢tatl 
the work that has been accomplished. At 
the time of the courts’ inauguration in De- 
cember there had been thousands of criminah 
cases hanging over from justice courts which 
had to be dealt with first. Not only have 
these cases been cleaned up but the criminal 
courts have kept pace so well with the freah 
cases that have come up that the chief justice 
is now in a pésition to transfer two criminal 
judges to the civh courts to meet the unusu- 
ally large civil suit list which is waiting for 
disposal. ; 

“We have succeeded in practically abol- 
ishing straw bails and the giving of false ad- 
dresses of witnesses, with all the other tricks 
by which criminals evaded punishment inthe 
past,“ he said, ** There were 180 murders in 
Chicago last year. I predict there will not 
be more than eighty this year. In fact, I feel 
assured there will be even less than that. 

Hopes to Drive Away “Hobos.” 

“One of the evila which Chicago has had 
to contend with in the past, and which has 
been an important factor in the annual crime 
wave which swept over the city every win- 
ter, has been the influx of gangs of hobos’ 
who arrived in the city m country dis- 
tricts. I believe that these most undesirable 
visitors will, to a large extent, keep clear 
of the city in the future. No one is quicker 
than the ‘hobo’ to appreciate a change in 
jurisdiction, and he speedily avoids a city 
where the law is strictly enforced and swift 
punishment follows crime. By the time next 
winter arrives Chicago will have a bad 
name among vagrants, who will look for 
some other city where they may conduct 
their depredations with better assurance of 
safety.“ 

Several changes were made by Chief Jus- 
tice Olson among his assistant judges to ob- 
tain two additional judges for the civil courts. 
Judge Beitler was transferred from Logan 
square to West Chicago avenue, where he 
relieved Judge Wells, who was brought into 
the new building to try civil suits. Judge 
Goodnow also was brought in from South 
Chicago, being replaced by Judge Girten, 
who, on account of his knowledge of six 
languages, was considersd particularily suit- 
able for that cosmopolitan district, Judge 
Eberhardt also was brought in from Harri- 
son street, his ome being taken by Judge 
Going.

“About a week before the election, in the 
autumn of 1904, when it looked certain that 
the state ticket would go democratic and was 
coubtful ae to Roosevelt himself,’ he (the 
president) sent me a request to go fo Wash- 
ington to confer upon the political conditions 
in New York state. I complied and he told 
me he understood. the campaign could not 
successfully be carried on without eufficient 
money and asked f I would help them in 
raising the necessary funds, as the national 
committee, under control of Chairman Cor- 
telyou, had utterly falled of obtaining them 
and there was a large amount due from them 
to the New York state committee. 

‘I explained to him that I understood the 
difficulty here was mainly caused by the up 
state leaders being unwilling te support 
Depew for re@lection as United States sen- 
ator; that if he (Depew) could be taken care 
of in some other way I thought matters 
could be adjusted and the different contend- 
ing elements in the party brought into close 
alliance again. We talked over what could 
be done for Depew, and finally he agreed that 
if found necessary he would appoint him as 
ambassador to Paris. 


Gave Money to Cortelyou. 

With full belief that he (the president) 
would keep this agreement, I came back to 
New York and sent for Treasurer Bliss, who 
told- me that I was their last hope and that 
they had exhausted every other resource. In 
his presence I called up an intimate friend 
of Senator Depew and told him that it was 
necessary in order to carry New. York state 
that. $200,000 should be raised at once, and 
if he would help I would subsaribe $50,000. 

After a few words over the telephone the 
gentleman said he would let me know, which 
he did probably in three or four hours, with 
the result. that the whole amount, including 
my subscription, has been raised. 

The checks were given to Treasurer Bliss. 
who took them to Chairman Cortelyou. If 
there were any among them of life insurance 
companies or other like organizations, of 
course Cortelyou must have informed the 
president. I do not know who the subscrib- 
ers were other than the friend of Depew, who 
was an individual. This amount enabled the 
New York state committee to continue its 
work, with the result that at least. 50,000 
votes were turned in the city of York 
alone, making a difference of 100,000 votes 
in the general result. 

There are between 2,200 and 2,300 districts 
— 141 New York, and in a campaign 

uch as that the expenditure of, say, $50 in 
— district for campaigh purposes, not in- 
cluding the watchers on election day, would 
take more than $100,000. 

“ Bome time in December, 1904, on my way 
from Virginia to New York I stopped and had 
a short talk with the president. He then told 
me that he did not think It necessary to ap- 
point Depew as ambassador to Faris as 
agreed, in fact he favored him for the sen- 
ate. I had not expected that he was the one 
(sic) as to what would be necessary, but he 
arrogated that to himself, and I, of course, 
could say nothing further. 

„After that I. used what influence I could 
to have Depew returned to the senate, as I 
considered there had been an implied obli- 
gation which should be lived up to. 


All for Roosevelt’s Sake. 

This is the way I was brought to the sur- 
face in the political matters as I had never 
before taken any active part and had only 
done whet I could as any private citizen 
might; so you see I was brought forward by 
Roosevelt in an attempt to help him, at his 
request, the same as I was in the insurance 
matter by Hyde and Ryan by their request 
for my help. And in the case of Ryan, I prob- 
ably would have dropped the matter after 
our first interview had it not been for my 
desire to eave Belmont from taking a position 
for which he could have been oriticised by the 
public presa, as he wae the one Ryan desired 
me to influence from opposing Morton for 
election as chairmam of the Equitabie board, 
and Belmont afterwards thanked me for tak- 
ing his part, as if he had voted against Mor- 
ten, in view of his local traction contentions 
with Mr. Ryan, it would have been miscon- 
strued. 

“ Ryan's success in all his manipulations, 
traction deals, tobacco combination, manipu- 
lation of the State Trust company into the 
Morton Trust company, the Shoe and Leath- 
er bank into the Weetern National bank, and 
then again into the Bank of Commerce—thus 
covering up his tracks—has been done by the 
adro& mind of Elihu Root, amd this present 
altuatlon has been brought about by a com- 
bination of circumstances which has brought 
together the Ryan-Root-Roosevelt element.

Detroit, Mich., April 1.—{Special.}]—Early 
returns from today's election indicate that 
the republicans have carried Michigan by 
90,000 votes in a contest in which there was 
practically no interest. In 1904 Roosevelt 
carried the state by 220,000. Woodbridge N. 
Ferris, who in 1904 was the democratic candi- 
date for governor and was beaten by 100,000, 
was snowed under today by nearly as large 
a plurality. He was a candidate for regent 
of the state university. 

Aaron V. McAlivay, formerly a professor 
in the University of Michigan and who was 
put up as an anti-corporation candidate for 
the Supreme bench in 1904, was reélected. 
Judge William L. Carpenter also was re- 
elected to the Supreme bench. Their op- 
ponents on the democratic ticket were John | 
Carr and George P. Stone. Frank B. Le- 
land and Junius E. Beal were elected re- 
gents of the state university over Henry A. 
Harmon and Woodbridge N. Ferris. Dr. W 
A. Cotton is the new member of the state 
board of education. 


Hot Fight in Fifth. 

There was a local fight of importance, and 
in the Fifth congressional district, compyis- 
ing the counties of Kent, Ottawa, and Ionia, 
where the republicans voted on a candidate 
to stand at the special election to elect a 
successor in congress to William Alden 
Smith. G. J. Diekema, chairman of the re- 
publican state committee, and State Senator 
Huntley Russell were the candidates for the 
nomination, and Chairman Diekema appar- 
ently has secured a majority of 1,000 on re- 
turns available before midnight. 

Out of fifty cities twenty-seven elected 
republican mayors. In Jackson Mayor Todd 
was beaten dy Benjamin J. Glasgow, repub- 
lican, the reform candidate. Mayor Thomp- 
son, democrat, was reélected at Kalamazoo. 
The Carnegie library carried at Hudson, also 
in Detroit. Muskegon elected a woman 
school commissioner. 


Mistakes Disfranchise Voters. 

In this city’ 1,000 voters were disfranchised 
through mistakes by the election inspectors 
and hundreds of women lost their votes be- 
cause they did not give their names in full. 
Charges of bribety will be made. In one pre- 
cinct where 2,000 registered at the primaries 
only 700 voted. Ring rule on the board of 
education wae the issue and the returns in- 
dicate the reformers will triumph.

Minnesota Legislative Committee Re- 
jects Offer of 2 Cent Tarif, Wi 
Report Bill for 2 Cent Rate. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 1.—The offer of a 
compromise by the railroads which had been 
heralded as a panacea for all the traffic ills 
for which the legislature has been seeking 
a solution was submitted to the joint legis- 
lative committee tonight and was by it re- 
jected.

GING OF LOU DILLON. 


uit of the Memphis Trotting Asso~ 
clation to Recover from Owner E. 
E. Smathers the Cup Won by Major 
Delmar on Oct. 18, 1904, Is Heard 
in New. York Supreme ~ Court— 
Trainer:George W. Spear and Mil- 
lard Sanders Testify. 


New York, April 1.—In an effort to recover 
from Elmer E. Smathers the Gold cup won 
by his horse Major Delmar in a race with the 
trotting’ mare Lou Dillon at Memphis on 
Oct. 18,1904, the Memphis Trotting dssocia- 
tion, as plaintiff, began today to lay before 
Justice Greenbaum and a jury in the Su- 
preme court all of the facts connected with 
the alleged drugging of the mare as a re- 
sult of a conspiracy planned by Mr. Smath- 
ers. 

The board of review of the National Trot- 
ting association took the matter up last year 
and in December awarded the cup to Mr. 
Smathers. The Memphis association now 
claims the board of review acted irregularly. 

No event of the turf in recent years caused 
the sensation which the charges brought by 
the Memphis gzsociation, at the instigation 
of C. K. G. Billings, owner of Lou Dillon. 

In the proceedings the Memphis Trotting 
association and Mr. Billings! jointly are 
represented by Former Judge E. W. Hatch 
of New York and J. F. Meagher of Chi- 
cago. Mr. Smathers is represented by Ed- 
ward P. Coyne, John J. Adams, and Caruth- 
ers Euing. 

Trainer Spear Testifies, 

George W. Spear, employed by Mr. Smath- 
ers for more than five years asa trainer, first 
took the stand and stated that at Lexington, 
just prior to the Memphis meeting, Mr. 
Smathers had asked him to arrange with the 
trainer of Lou Dillon to have the mare beaten. 
He declared he received word from the train- 
er's brother that it would cost $10,000. He 
reported this fact to Mr. Smathers, who de- 
clared the price waa preposterous, ang said 
he would not give but $5,000. That was as 
far as Spear went with the negotiations. 

On cross examination by Mr. Euing, for the 
defense, Spear was asked if he had not once 
been ruled off the turf for fixing a race. 
This was objected to, but Mr. Euing said he 
wished to impeach the witness, 

There is no necessity for that,“ said Jus- 
tice Greenbaum. “ He already has sworn he 
tried to fix this race. It is to be presumed 
he may have fixed others. 

“I was in Mr. Smathers’ employ and did 
all he told me to do,” said the witness. _ 


Spear Is Discharged. 

Spear said he was discharged by Mr. 
Smathers in 1905 and up to that time hö had 
not disclosed the fraud in the cup race. He 
told the story to Murray Howe, the secretary 
of the Memphis Trotting association, in Chi- 
cago on his way to California. . 

Millard Sanders, the trainer of Lou Dillon, 
took the stand and went into the intimate 
history of the wonderful race mare, detail- 
ing her performances one by one, outlining 
the daily routine of the life of this blue 
blooded aristocrat of the turf even to the 


quantity and character of her food, and gave 


the record’ of all her trials from the time he 
took her age a 4 fear old in 1902. 

Sanders had carried his narrative of the Hfe 
of Lou Dillon down to a few days before the 
famous race of 1904 when the court ad- 
journed., 

Collapse of Lou Dillon. 

The gold cup was offered by the Memphis 
association to be contested for by amateur 
drivers in wagons, the cup to become the 
property of the owner or club capturing it two 
years in succession. Mr. Smathérs, repre- 
senting the New York Driving club, won the 
race in 1902 with Lord Derby. In 1903 Major 
Delmar, driven by Mr. Smathers, and Lou 
Dillon, driven by Mr. Billings, the latter rep- 
resenting the Memphis Driving club, met for 
the first time. Lou Dillon won in two straight 
heats, never being fully extended, her train- 
er declared today, to reel off both mile heats 
in the same time, 2:04%. 

The same horses were to meet again in 
1904. Lou Dillon, it was said, was never bet- 
ter in her life than just previous to the race 
of Oct. 18. She had worked out nicely be- 
fore the first heat, and when the two horses 
were sent away together they went to the 
half mile post in almost record time. ‘Then 
Lou Dillon suddenly stopped almost to a 
walk, allowing Major Delmar to go on and 
win in 2:07, while she finished the mile in no 
better than 2:18. The mare was found to be 
unfit to continue the race, and was reported 
by a veterinary surgeon to have been 
drugged.

HOPE FOR PEACE. ||

Concessions by General Man- 
agers and Their Employes 
May Avert Big Strike. 


FEELING IS LESS BITTER. 


Federal Commissioners Expect 
Agreement Will Be Reached 
in a Short Time. 


Peace stock went up several points yester- 
day in the railroad strike situation. 
another day of conferences, with the United 
States commissioners acting as mediators, 
railroad Officials at night expressed the be- 
lief that a settlement is near at hand. 

The optimism that prevailed was said to 
be due to the fact that the representatives of 


the men had agreed to make several impor- 


tant concessions. In order to meet their em- 
Ployés half way, the roads were said to be 
contemplating a more generous wage offer 
than any yet made. The prospect was that 
the roads would give the full 12 per cent wage 
advance asked to at least one class of train 
employés, probably to fagmen. In return, 
the men were said to be prepared to waive 
their demands for a nine hour day. 

For the first time since Commissioners 
Knapp and Neill have been endeavoring to 
arrange a settlement, the two parties to the 
controversy were brought together under the 
same roof. The rail managers did not meet 
the men, but remained in segsion in an ad- 
joining room at the Auditorium Annex while 
the federal officials conferred with the em- 
ployés. Alternately, meetings were held 
The arrangement was re- 
garded as favorable for peace. 

The conference adjourned at 2 o'clock this 
morning without reaching any conclusion. 


Only One Disturbing Factor. 

Only one disturbing factor appeared in 
the developments. This was a new aggres- 
sive attitude assumed by the locomotive 
firemen. 

The firemen assured Chiefs Garretson and 
Morrissey of the trainmen and conductors 
of their intention to support them in their 
demands. If necessary, they declared they 
would go to the extent of breaking off nego- 
tiations in which they are engaged with the 
general managers. 

The effect of this tender of assistance was 
to stiffen the train service men in their de- 
termination to win more concessions froan the 
railroads, but it did not interfere seriously 
with the progress of the peace conferences. 

The firemen met the rail manegers in the 
morning, and did not give any intimation of 
a hostile move. They are seeking practically 


the other employés. Under their constitution, 
radical action cannot be taken by the fire- 
men until a strike vote has been polied among 
the 15,000 members. 

Situation Still Delicate. 

That the whole situation ia still delicate 
was shown by the continued refusal of the 
government emissaries to emb their 
movements by talking. Labor Commissioner 
Neill, when asked for a statement as to the 
progress of the conferences, replied: 

„I wish I might comply with the request, 
because I realize how deeply the public is in- 
terested in this matter, but to say anything 
at this time would only endanger the chances 
of effecting a settlement. I will say only that 
we are working on the problem and hope for 
success.” 

Mr. Neill said further meetings with both 
the railroad officials and the men will be held 
today. He would not prophesy that a joint 
| conference was an immediate popaibility. It 
is said the commissioners prefer to keep the 
| two sides separated until they feel they have 
— every stumbling block in the way 
of peace. When this is accomplished it is 
said a joint meeting will be arranged 
speedily. 

While their representatives are prolonging 
negotiations through the federal agents, 
members of the employés’ committee are re- 
ported to be growing restless. One or two 
members are advocating immediate action, 
in the hope of frightening the railroads to 
come to terms. :

RAILWAYS PAY LIQUOR LICENSE. 


Lake Shore, Michigan Central, and Big 
Four Comply with Indiana Law 
as to Dining Cars. 


Indianapolis, ind., April 1.—[Special.}—The 
New Tork Central railroad company has de- 
termined to comply with the law requiring 
railroads that sell liquor on dining and buffet 
cars to pay a license fee of $1,000 for each 
road, and has taken out licenses for the Big 
Four, for the Michigan Central, and for the 
Lake Shore. It is understood that other rail- 
road lMnes will do likewise. Several of the 
smaller roade are doubtful if it will pay to 
carry liquor at such prices for licenses, but 
the companies admit that it may result ina 
loss of patronage if they fail to do so.

John E. Reyburn, Who Resigned Seat 
in Congress, Becomes Executive 
of Philadelphia.

STANDARD ASKS ACQUITTAL 
FROM CHARGE OF REBATING. 


Attorneys for Oil Company Move That 
Judge Landis Direct Verdict of Not 
Guilty. 


In an effort to defeat the government with- 
out making a defense, attorneys for the 
Standard Oil company, charged with accept- 
ing rebates from the Chicago and Alton 
railroad company, moved yesterday 
morning that certain documents in- 
troduced by District Attorney Sims 
be stricken from the records, and 
that Judge Landis instruct the jury to 
return a verdict of not guilty. Attorney 
John S. Miller argued on the last motion 
all dax. His ‘associates will devote their at- 
tention to the other this morning. a 

The chief ‘points made by Mr. Miller were 
that the shipments of oll on which the in- 
dlotment is based were made, so far as the 
Alton is concerned, from Chappell; III., to 
East St. Louis, III., and were, therefore, 
intrastate shipmrents; that tariff 24, giving 
the rate of 18 cents on oil, which the govern- 
ment says was violated, was filed prior to 
the reorganization of the Alton company, 
and not applicable to the present corpora- 
tion. He further asserted that the shipper 
could not be held liable until after the com 
mon carrier had complied with all pro- 
visions in the Hlkins act, and this, he averred. 
the Alton had not done. 

‘Practically all these points have been 
raised. before in the trial, and have been 
overruled. by Judge Landis. The real con- 
test wl be over the motion to exchude cer- 
taln documents from the records. Govern- 
ment attorneys do not anticipate either mo- 
tion will be sustained, but are prepared to 
reply to Mr. Miller should the court care for 
an’ answer.

Reject Higher Wage Offers. 

The byewers, who formerly received $15 and 
$16 a week, were offered a general increase 
to $17.50. This they refused. The corkers 
and fillers were offered an increase from $2 
to $2.25 a day. The bottlers, now receiving 
51.70 for nine hours a day, were offered $2 for 
eight hours. 

The firemen were offered 30 cents an hour 
and the freight handlers 25 cents an hour for 
an eight hour day, all the year round. 

The ice pullers, now getting 2 for a ten 
hour day, were offered the same for eight 
hours’ work, and the assistant engineers 
were raised from 20 cents an hour to 23 cents. 
The ollers and helpers, whowere getting $62.50 
a month and working ten hours a day, were 
offered $15 a week, with an eight hour day. 

More Pay for Laborers. » 

Laborers, working now nine hours at 21 
cents an hour, are offered an advance to 25 
cents an hour, with an eight. hour day, and 
the drivers, now getting $14 to $16 a week, 
were offered $15 to $17.50 a week. 

Offers from foreign brewing concerns were 
received today of all labor needed, and it 
is stated positively tonight that the owners 
will not concede anything more. Theunions 
assert that but few skilled men can be se- 
cured. 

The supply of beer available for immediate 
use is running low. All beer in kegs was 
delivered, and there ts only enough in bot- 
tles to last until Wednesday morning. 


Minneapolis Buildings Tied Up. 

Minneapolis, Minn., April 1.—Following the 
example of the teamsters, painters, and up- 
holsterers,- the carpenters have walked out 
and building operations all over the city are 
shut down temporarily as a result; although 
there is no strike. 

Labor leaders say that for some time the 
carpenters have been asking for higher wages 
and the contractors have been equally posi- 
tive in their statements that no higher wages 
would be granted. 

After some discussion a compromise was 
offered, and ig place of the 45 cents per hour 
that the carpénters asked for the contractors 
offered them 42% cents per hour and agreed 
that if business warranted it by July 1 to 
raise their wages to 45 cents.

The announcement made by the emperor 
of Germany some months ago that he 
proposed to send one of his sons to be 
educated at Harvard un?versity is aghin 
called to attention by the report that the 
fifth son, Prince Oscar, is the one who is 
to have this exceptiona] training and that 
he is to begin his studies with the open- 
ing of the next college year in September.

It is in line with several 
things .which have been noted in recent 
years as showing the friendly feeling of 
the emperor, The interchange of profes- 
sors, which is quite popular, has had his 
approbation. He has honored American 
lecturers in Berlin with his presence and 
encouragement. He has indicated in many 
ways his desire to have cordial relations 
| between the two nations.

It is because 
the best mechanical devices are used, and 
the human element is made reliable by 
discipline. It is a tradition of the road. 
Nelson's first draft of his famous signal 
at Trafalgar was “ England requires every 
man to do his duty,” but before it was 
displayed he changed it to England ex- 
pects every man to do his duty.” On this 
railroad fidelity to duty was first required 
and is now expected. 

Experiments tried on the Pennsylvania 
road during the week have shown that 
100 per cent of the train crews obeyed 
signals to stop, 3 per cent ran by the 
signal before stopping. These men have 
been. reprimanded or discharged. The 
other 97 per cent stopped their trains 
before passing the signal. The next time 
the experiment is tried it is a moderate 
prediction that 99 per cent will stop be- 
fore passing the signal. 

The slaughter of passengers by pre 
ventable accidents must be stopped. The 
Delaware and Hudson is lucky to have 
escaped unavoidable accidents due to con- 
vulsions of nature or other causes which 
sometimes exist. But other roads have 
also escaped the unavoidable and yet 
killed passengers by the hundreds. The 
best of intentions is not enough. When a 
railroad president is killed on his own 
road it is evident that he did mot purpose- 
ly omit safeguards. Watchfulness, 
sternness, efficiency must be found in the 
responsible heads of a road, and in the 
men an esprit de corps which makes slack- 
ness unthinkable and negligence a crime. 
Electricity, compressed air, lights and col- 
ors, steel and wood do their duty. The 
human machine must become equally re- 
liable.

Moreover, Queen Christina inherited a large 
fortune, amounting to about $10,000,000, from 
her uncle, old Archduke Albert of Austria, 
and this fortune was still further increabed 
at the death of her mother.

They 
bore the title of master of the posts, and the 
first on record was Sir Brian Tuke, who held 
that office in 1516.

Mise Russell was given the task, however, 
and, conscientious artist that she is, she de- 
voted to it her best abilities and most earn- 
est endeavor. That she has succeeded as she 
has but speaks the more eloquently of her 
artistic sincerity and honesty. She is sadly 
miscast in the part, and yet she sucteeded 
last evening at the Grand in euggesting to 
the audience much of the roguishness, the 
playfuiness, and the elfish mischievousness 
of the little fairy rascal who was King Ober- 
on's jester, servant, and familiar.

Her 
height, however, being what it is, causes her 
to stoop @ great deal of the time, and this 
attitude tends to suggest the weird and the 
eerie, neither of which befit the character of 
Puck. But all that art and artistic earnest- 
ness can do to make an unsuitable part seem 
suitable Miss Russell accomplishes with her 
Puck. 

She is the victim of undiscriminating or Ill - 
advised management in being placed in such 
a role, and the blunder is genuinely regret- 
table, for she is an actress of individual and 
unusual abilities, and a whole season is 
wasted thus for her and for her admirers.

The production is an unusually handsome 
one. Money evidently has been spent lavish- 
ly, and both scenery and costumes are of 
distinct beauty and are in as good taste as 
is possible when some one truly artistic mind 
ie not back of and directing such a mount- 
ing. he lighting effects are good, and out 
ot door conditions frequently are well sug- 
gested. The second woodland setting Is par- 
ticularly attractive and the Palace of Theseus 
in the last act is an attractive enframement 
for the stage pictures. The faivies and elves 
are numerous, and their being dressed in the 
soft shades of green, brown, and golden rus- 
set lend them a woodland coloring which is 
peculiarly appropriate and distinctly wel- 
come to the eye. 

The fairies enter always to the soft singing 
of a single tone which they keep sounding 
oftentimes for several moments and which 
is one of the most effective factors in the 
entire performance. It gives a suggestion 
of the supernatural and mysterious. All the 
persons on the stage, however, from Miss 
Russell down to the last supernumerary, 
should supply themselves with some cos- 
metic which would look well in the colored 
lights used throughout nearly all of the wood- 
land scenes. The regular makeup causes 
them all to look dis and hideous—a 
fault which a little care and thought easily 
could remedy.

The company varies from reasonably satis- 
factory to bad. The men—as is the case in 
nearly.every Shakspearean performance— 
show themselves more competent than do 
the women. Ina Brooks, who plays Titania, 
is the best of the women of the cast. She 
is pretty beyond the average, she moves 
gracefully, she sings attractively, and she 
speaks her lines Well. Her fairy queen was 
one of the real pleasures of the evening. 
She has a good companion in the Oberon of 
James Young, who makes the king authori- 
tative and strong without taking from him 
the quality of fairyhood, which is essential. 
There is lightmess and grace and yet noth- 
ing of the effeminate or fuses about his por- 
trayal. 

Oswald Yorke is the Lysander, and does 
the part well. Lionel Adams is the De- 
metrius and is only moderately adequate. 
The Thesseus of Edwin Mordant is devoid of 
every suggestion of princely dignity and fine- 
ness, and the Egeus of Atkins Lawrence ts 
acceptabie. Virginia Lawrence as Hyppoly- 
ta evidently is a recent product of the elocu- 

tionary classroom. Lansing Rowan makes a 
generally satisfactory Helena, save when she 
indulges in too violent waving of her arms. 
Gestures are all well enough, but they should 
have some purpose. Catherine Proctor is a 
fiery rmia, and the quarrel scene between 
the two women, although overplayed, won 
liberal laughter from the audience.

Admitting that what 
he had has been utterly demolished, hope- 
lessly destroyed, there are many who win 
say that he is not entitled to recover more 
than half of what he has sued Taz Trisuny 
for, if that much. 

But he does not expect to recover; his idea 
is that with that sort of a bluff he may help 
his friend Dunne, who, it is believed, stands 
in need of all the help he can have. Hearst 
may not know as much of the voters of Chi- 
cago as he does of those of New York. His 
game of bluff may not pan out in the big 
western city; there may be a rebound that 
will be as harmful to the man behind the 
gun as to the one In front of it. 

THE TRIBUNE does not seem to be alarmed 
at the suit brought by Hearst. It reprints 
whet Root said of Hearst and calmly an- 
nounces its readiness to pay the $2,500,000 as 
soon as the courts render judgment for the 
amount sued for.

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HARRIMAN MEN WIN POINT 
IN FIGHT OVER COAL LANDS. 


Corporations and Individuals Indicted 


for Conspiracy Successfully Demur— 
Government Attorneys Will Appeal. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, April 1+-The Union 
Pacific railroad company, the Union Pacific 
Coal company, the Oregon Short Line, Everett 
Buckingham, general superintendent of the 
Short Line; and J. H. Moore, manager of the 
Anion Pacific Coal company, won a partial 
victory today in the Federal court in a de- 
Cision handed down on the coal vases by 
Judge J. A. Marshall. 4 

The corporations and persons named were 
indicted last December by the federal grand 
jury upon complaint of D. J. Sharp, a local 
coal dealer, who declared that when he cut 
the price of coal the defendants refused to 
sell or ship coal to him: The indictment 
brought against the roads and Buckingham 
and Moore charges conspiracy and violation 
of the interstate commerce act. 

Judge Marshall overruled the demurrer of 
the defendants to that part o? the indictment 
Charging conspiracy, but upheld that part of 
the demurrer bearing upon violation of the 
interstate commerce act, declaring that sec- 
tion 8 of the act was vague and insufficient 
in that it did not apecifically define the crime. 
The government's attorneys in the case will 
carry the matter to the higher courts.

OHIO SCRAMBLE? 


Cleveland Republicans Say the || 
Secretary’s Brother Made 
a Tactical Blunder. 


FOREIGN TO HIS NATURE. 


Challenge to Senator Foraker 
Issued Without His Knowl- 
_ *  gdge. 


Cleveland. O., April 1.—[Special.]—Cleve- 
land republicans believe that Charles P. Taft 
of Cincinnati has made a bad tactical blun- 
der in his eagerness to advance the interests 
of his brother, William H. Taft, as a can- 
didate for the presidency to succeed Roose- 
velt. 

Conspicuous party leaders in thie county 
refuse to believe that Secretary Taft in any 
Way gave hie sanction to the sensational 
statement of his brother that there must be 
@ bitter contest in Ohio to end id the abso- 
rute political annihilation of either Senator 
Foraker or the war secretary. 

At @ gathering of Cleveland republicans 
today it wes agreed that if Secretary Taft 
engages in @ hurrah scramble for favor in 
Ohio it Will de contrary to anything he has 
ever done in his long public career. 


Taft Opposes a Fight. 

A letter from the secretary, received here 
just prior to his departure for Panama, ex- 
pressed his feelings at that time. In this 
letter Secretary Taft said he would enter no 
fight for honors in Ohio. 

This is taken as an indication here that 
Charles Taft issued his call to arms in 
preparation for a personal encounter within 
the party in Ohio entirely without definite 
authority from Secretary Taft. 

Close advisers of Congressman Burton here 
ay emphatically that under no circum- 
stances will he consent to be shelved, no 
matter how strained the situation may be- 
come in Ohio. It is pointed out that Burton 
was the first man to declare war on the Ohio 
senators\and that he made hig fight in this 
county and before the state convention with- 
out the avowed support of either President 
Roosevelt or Secretary Taft. 


Burton to Speak for Taft. 


There is a strong belief that the situation 
will so shape itself that Burton will go to 
the front as the real spokesman for Secretary 
Taft in Ohio. This would obviate the neces- 
sity of Secretary Taft getting out on the 
firing line, a thing which it is known he does 
not believe compatible with the dignity of a 
presidential aspirant in advance of the actual 
nomination, 

There is outspoken opposition here against 
the suggestion that an éxpression on the 
state situation be secured at the regular 
municipal election next November. The 
county central committee is a unit in agssert- 
ing that it will never do to overshadow the 
coming mayoralty campaign in Cleveland 
with a disturbance in state politics that under 
anything but extraordinary circumstances 
would be held in abeyance until next year.
